Britain Reports Nazis 
Met With Little 
Success 


I By th** A ssociated Press) 
Nazi air raiders, opening their 
third week of mass attacks on the 
British capital, swarmed across the 
English channel in m ist and rain 
today, 
but 
reports 
from 
Britain 
indicated they m et with little success. 
London had one brief alarm as a 
formation of Germ an planes sw-ept 
over the city. 
A nti-aircraft guns 
opened up and the planes retired 
along the K entish coast, reports said, 
British 
ground 
guns 
turned 
the 
raiders back. 
The Italians reported a destructive 
mass air raid on M atruh. Egypt, 
where 
British 
were 
bringing 
up 
supplies for a stand against Italy's 
legions preparing at Sidi B arrani 
for 
a 
further 
eastward 
advance 
towards Alexandria. 
Storm s Ald D efense 
Britons credited stormy weather 
and a stout defense with taking the 
edge off the 14th consecutive dusk- 
to-dawn Germ an bomb attack on 
England, but looked for a quick 
renewal of fiercer air war as daybreak 
disclosed fast clearing skies. 
But even the night of clouds and 
storm failed to h alt the raiders of 
either side. 
Nazi bombs thundered down at 
intervals during the night on central 
and southern London. 
Tightening 
British censorship held up mention 
of the exact time and length of the 
attacks. 
The British said, however, th a t 
casualties appeared lower than on 
previous nights, and watchers along 
England’s southeast coast took grim 
satisfaction in the red glow of fires 
their own fliers started in O erm an- 
held ports on the French side of the j 
channel 
The fires, the flash of rockets, and 
the roar of explosions indicated a 
concentrated 
attack on 
the nazi 
bases from Calais to Boulogne. 
Speculate on Conferences 
The Germ ans term ed their attacks 
on and near London “successful" 
despite weather which they said 
gave them more trouble than the 
British defense. The G erm an news 
agency. D N B., said the British also 
tried a strong air attack aimed at 
Berlin, but th a t the raiders were 
turned back. 
One wave of British planes was 
said to have attacked by way of 
Hamburg, and another across the 
western frontier. 
DN B, said both 
were stopped by an ti-aircraft fire 
and chased back by pursuit planes. 
Observers continued to speculate 
on tile outcome of lengthy confer­ 
ences between

Mussolini

Joachim Von Ribbentrop in Rome, 
but neither of the axis powers made 
any announcem ent of new moves or 
new plans.

The house was told Thursday by 
Representative Chester H Gross, of 
the 
York-Atlams-Franklto 
county 
district, that the only thing wrong 
with the District of Columbia Com­ 
mittee’s milk investigation a year 
ago was “that the trail led to the 
front door of the wrong party."

spoke 
in 
rebuttal to 
a 
speech made September 12 by Rep­ 
resentative Schulte (democrat), of 
Indiana, who charged that the com­ 
mittee had been “sold down the 
river." 
’During the last few years we 
have heard charet* and counter­ 
charges of bootlegging here in the 
Capital," Gross said, “andlet me say 
right here that the milk problems 
of Washington are no different than 
they are in every municipality in 
the country. The same tactics have 
been used wherever milk has been 
sold, at some time or other," 
Oross admitted that the retail 
price of pillk in Washington Is too 
high 
but called attention to the 
11-cent milk now on sale at chain 
groceries and to the 5-cent relie 
milk. 
Quoting figures from reports of 
the Health department. Gross de­ 
clared that as the standard of milk 
was raised in the District the infant 
mortality rate was cut in half. 
“I am asking you to judge for 
yourself whether or not it was worth 
while,” he added. 
Recalling that Schulte had sug­ 
gested an Investigation of Hie local 
milk market by the Federal Trade 
commission, Gross described an in­ 
quiry conducted iii Philadelphia by 
Judge H W. Hildrop, of Tennessee, 
for the commission. The court was 
given to frequent recesses, he said, 
and the investigation, which cost 
$1,000,000, merely 
recommended a 
further inquiry.

This year of 1940 then shall 
be but a milestone pointing toward 
the better way." 
“As long as periodic free elections 
survive,” he said in an address at 
the University of Penasylvania, “no 
set of people can perm anently con­ 
trol government. 
No dictator in 
history has ever dared to run the 
gauntlet of a really free election.” 
President Speaks 
Mr. Roosevelt spoke at exercises 
a t w*hich the university observed 
its 200th birth and awarded him an 
honorary degree of doctor of laws. 
In his address, Mr. Roosevelt re­ 
ferred to the present as a period of 
: “relapse” In the history of world 
I civilization and said “this is no time 
for any m an to withdraw into some 
ivory tower and proclaim the right 
I to hold himself aloof from the prob­ 
lems and the agonies of his society.” 
He toyed with the idea th a t there 
could be any political connotations 
| to his address, while leaving it to 
his listeners to make up their own 
I minds on th a t point. 
Alumni and students of the uni- 
i versity, filling every seat in the
